In addition to the ABA’s animosity 
toward rankings, Law Services, the 
Pennsylvania-based group that admin- 
isters the Law School Admissions 
Test, cautions against the validity of 
rankings. They, too, warn students 
against placing too much weight on 
any rankings. 

' Despite the animosity from these 
two groups who control much of the 
United States’ legal education opera-

Princeton and Kaplan are experiencing a bit- 
ter battle of ad wars and score improvement 
claims to be settled in court April 25. 

Princeton’s protests of an ad Kaplan ran in 
U.S. News & World Report resulted in 
Kaplan altering the advertisements. Both 
organizations offer seminars to prepare stu- 
dents for graduate and academic tests — 
Princeton is affiliated with Princeton 
University, while Kaplan is owned by the 
Washington Post. 

Since Kaplan agreed to alter its ad campaign 


_ in the upcoming edition of U.S. News & 


World Report, the Federal Court Judge 
Miriam G. Cedarbaum ruled an injunction 
was not needed, said Elyane Harney, director 
of Princeton Review. 

“The judge knew we were going to prevail 
in court,” Harney said. “It’s going to trial late 
April. We have no doubt we'll win. They 
were incredibly misleading in their ads. The 
judge even agreed with us.” 

Kaplan said they have to make changes in 
the ads, but they are not substantive changes. 
The ads offer additional study opportunities to 
customers, free of charge, a Kaplan 


_ spokesperson said. 


One of the ads run by Kaplan that Princeton 
objects to reads, “No one can guarantee a par- 
ticular MCAT score, but Kaplan gives me the 
edge I need. Kaplan gives you plus 6 points or 
we'll give you a refresher course for free!” 


“The free rabestie: courses are an added 


. benefit for students — an expression of confi- 


dence in the effectiveness of our courses,” 
said Gregory Rorke, president of Kaplan, 

Harney said the initial ad looked like they 
were claiming score improvement. “From 
what I understand the refresher course was in 
small print.” 

Due to an agreement benvecn Kaplan and 
Princeton, neither course is allowed to assert 
score improvements unless verified by an out- 
side source. 

Harney said Kaplan claimed scores just 
slightly over Princeton’s scores. “They modi- 
fied the ad, but the initial. ad was quite mis- 
leading.” 

Deloitte Touche, an accounting firm, veri- 
fied Princeton’s score improvements. 

Gregory Rorke, president of Kaplan said, 
“This lawsuit is a smoke screen to distract 
attention away from this benefit and the inad- 
equacy of Princeton Review’s own graduate 
score improvement studies.” 

“Price Waterhouse is currently conducting a 
study of our graduate score improvements, 
and preliminary results underscore the effec- 
tiveness of our graduate courses,” said 
Jonathan Grayer, Kaplan’s CEO. 

Harney said, Kaplan blatantly disregarded 


the agreement we signed. “We had our score. 


improvements verified.” 
: “We challenged Kaplan to have their scores 
verified and they would never take us up on 
it,” said Harney.

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North Korea balks at Patriot missile plans 


SEOUL, South Korea — Tensions on the world’s most heavily armed border 
escalated Tuesday, with North Korea accusing South Korea of provoking war, 
and South Korea saying it needs better security to ensure peace. 

North Korea’s official news agency called South Korea’s plans to deploy 
Patriot missiles and conduct military exercises with the United States “provoca- 
tive steps ... and a declaration of war.” 

Tensions have risen sharply in the past week because of North Korea’s refusal 
to allow inspections of sites where it is suspected of building nuclear weapons 
or to exchange envoys with South Korea. The envoys were to discuss ways to 
make the peninsula nuclear-free. North Korea threatened Monday to pull out of 
an international nuclear controls treaty. 

Nearly 2 million troops are deployed on either side of the Korean border. The 


Koreas, bitter rivals since the peninsula was divided in 1945, have never signed 


a peace treaty:formally ending the 1950-1953 war. 
Plans for the exercises and the deployment of the Patriots had been shelved to 
coax North Korea to open its nuclear sites for inspection. 


Federal Reserve raises interest rates again 


WASHINGTON — The Federal Reserve announced Tuesday that it is boost- 
ing interest rates for the second time this year, a move certain to drive a variety 
of business and consumer rates higher. 

After a five-hour meeting of Fed policymakers, the central bank issued a brief 
statement saying it will tighten credit conditions slightly. 

Financial analysts viewed the wording of the announcement as signalling that 


the central bank had decided to push its target for the federal funds rate to 3.5. 


percent, up from 3.25 percent currently. 

The Dow Jones industrial average was down for the day, but only by 2.30 
points, closing at 3,862.55. Bond prices rallied on the Fed’s announcement dri- 
ving the yield on 30-year Treasuries, which move in the opposite direction 
from the price, down to 6.85 percent. 


King seeks $9.5 million for police beating 


LOS ANGELES — There is still one Rodney King trial left: to determine 
whether King’s beating by the police should make him a millionaire. 

The City Council, met in closed session to discuss a possible agreement on 
Tuesday, but reached no decision. 

The negotiations applied only to the amount of money the city would pay to 
compensate King for his injuries. A trial still would be held to determine 
whether individual defendants, including former Police Chief Daryl Gates and 
the four white former police officers charged with beating the black motorist, 
must pay punitive damages. 


King reportedly was seeking $9.5 million from the city for the March 3, 1991, 


beating. 
“It’s an effort to deter misconduct and to hold officers to a particular profes- 
sional standard,” said John Burris, a civil rights lawyer who represents King. 
“This was a vicious, brutal beating and it had long-term ramifications to him. 
He’s had medical bills of close to $200,000,” Burris said. 


Man gets maximum sentence for rape of child 


OGDEN, Utah — A man convicted last month of the kidnap-rape of a 6- 
“year-old Corinne girl was sentenced Tuesday to serve four consecutive sen- 
‘tences of 15 years to life. 

* Stanley Allen Smith, 31, was convicted by an eight-member jury on four 
counts of aggravated kidnapping, rape of a child and sodomy. 

Second District Judge Michael Glasmann said he was handing down the max- 
imum sentence because Smith was a “sexual deviant and pedophile” who posed 
a danger to the community. 

“The victim has had her life changed forever. It’s a horrible crime,’ 
said. 

But in arguing for concurrent sentences, defense attorney Michael Boyer 
called life sentences “ridiculous” because they would cause overcrowding at 
the prison. 

Boyer said Smith himself was sexually and physically abused as a child, and 
that should mitigate the sentence. 

“Our prisons are overburdened,” Boyer said. “I do not believe in giving up-on

BYU joined the Intermountain 
Technology Alliance Monday, with 
the goal to help improve the Utah 
economy by technology transfer to 
the private sector, said Lynn Astle, 
director of technology transfer at 
BYU. 

The alliance was officially formed 
Monday at Hill Air-Force Base in a 
symposium to increase awareness of 
technology transfer and how it can 
help Utah businesses, he said. 

“Tt will be an interesting experiment 
to see how it goes,” he said. 

The alliance is part of an effort to 


increase Hill Air Force Base’s 


involvement with community busi- 
nesses, to benefit the economy and 
the base, Astle said. 


Hill Air Force Base and the alliance 
hope to receive federal funding to 
make technology transfer more prof- 
itable for Utah, he said. 

The military base will mostly offer 
its technology maintenance services, 
testing, evaluations of electronics and 
its expertise in optical systems, he 
said. 

An office will be set up so the 
alliance can perform services for busi- 
nesses, but it will not compete with 
them, Astle said. 

The alliance will be similar to agri- 
cultural extension agents that help 
farmers and ranchers ‘do their job, he 
said. 


The first project was to help a local 


company with their steam heating 
facilities, Astle said. 

The other major Utah universities 
also signed to the alliance, he said. ,

may relieve 
full classes

The new class schedule book for fall 
1994 has recently been released in the 
BYU Bookstore, and includes direc- 
tions to use a new “raincheck” 
process for students who try to sched- 
ule a class that is already full. 

Registration begins on April 4 for 
graduate students and continues 
downward depending on class stand- 
ing or number of credit hours com- 
pleted through Fall Semester 1993. 

Priority begins with graduate stu- 
dents, followed by seniors, juniors, 
sophomores, continuing freshmen and 
non-degree seeking graduate students. 


ter together in a separate priority. 

Continuing graduate degree-seeking 
students are eligible if they have ful- 
filled the minimum registration 
requirement (six credit hours per 
year) in the preceding academic year. 

BYU no longer requires a $50 regis- 
tration fee, but students must pay all 
prior balances and have received a 
registration notice before they can 
register by touch-tone telephone or 
AIM. 

Ronald A. Bybee, academic sched- 
uling officer, said students can now 
use rainchecks for classes that are 
full. He said students can register by 
touch-tone or AIM and if the course is 
full, the department will receive a list 
with their name and the class they 
were trying to get into. 

“This doesn’t give access to the 
course, but logging their name will 
help the department measure the 
demand for the course,” Bybee said.

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The companies responsible 
for large part of health bills 
Should pay more in taxes 


Should the tobacco industry bear the burden of financing President Clinton’s 
proposed health care reform? The Tobacco Action Coalition, a group of about 
2,000 tobacco workers and smoking devotees, said that it already pays more 
than its share of taxes — $48 billion a year. Congress’ stand on the proposed 
tax hike is not clear. However, a steady drift toward anti-smoking political 
sentiment predicts that Congress will more than likely consider the tax 


increase. 


President Clinton is proposing to finance his health care plan with a 75 cent 
increase in federal excise tax on cigarettes, from 24 cents a pack to 99 cents. 
The tax would raise an additional $56.6 billion through the year 2000 to help 
finance a system of guaranteed health insurance for the entire population. 

This month, 16,000 to 20,000 pro-cigarette demonstrators rallied in 


Washington, D.C., 


to denounce Clinton’s proposal. They later supplied 


Congress with a 800,000-signature anti-tax petition. 
The cigarette industry says that the tax increase would throw 274,000 people 
out of work and strangle the economy in tobacco states like North Carolina 


and Virginia. 


One tobacco worker in North Carolina was quoted in the New York Times as 


saying: “You kill tobacco, you kill the whole East Coast.” 


Critics of the tobac- 


co industry argue that it is the cigarettes that do the killing. The Surgeon 
General’s latest estimate indicates that 419,000 people died in 1990 from can- 
cer, heart disease and respiratory ailments caused directly by smoking. The 
government estimates that smoking deaths and illnesses cost the economy $65 
billion a year in lost workdays and medical expenses. 

It is no wonder that there is a move toward anti-smoking campaigns. In 
recent years, we have seen smoking prohibited on airplanes and in public 
_ restaurants. Likewise, Maryland recently labeled smoking an occupational 
hazard and planned to ban cigarettes entirely from all work places within the 
next two months. Furthermore, the Food and Drug Administration suggested 
to the tobacco industry that it will seek to regulate cigarettes for the first time 


as an addictive drug. 


Again, we ask the question: Should the tobacco industry bear the burden of 
financing President Clinton’s proposed health care reform? In and industry 
where one company. alone, Philip Morris, makes 500 million cigarettes a day, 
and where 50 million American adults are supplied with cigarettes and cigars, 


the answer is yes. 


The tobacco industry does not stand much of a fight with Congress since two 
lawmakers, Rep. Dan Rostenkowski of Illinois, the chair of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, and Sen. Daniel Patrick Moynihan of New York, who 

heads the Senate Finance Committee, support President Clinton’s proposal. 
Their panels are drafting the health care legislation that will eventually come 


to vote on the House and Senate floors. 


Clinton’s proposal to increase the taxes on the tobacco industry from 24 
cents to 99 cents a: pack is a good one. We must all pay taxes, but some of us 
should pay more than others, especially the industry that is largely responsible 
for one of the largest medical bills in this country.

_ Beat, informing students of on-campus 
crime but we also need a Provo ‘police 
beat” to give students more. informative 

_ reports about crime, especially rapes and 
assaults occurring in the Provo/Orem area. 

_ We are not only students at the University, 

_ but residents of Provo City. The majority of 
. mews that we as students receive comes 
_ from the Daily Universe. Because stories 

- about local crime are sometimes not run in 
the Universe, we can be deceived into think- 
ing that such crime does not occur. This 
deception can lead to attacks and criminal 
activities that could sometimes be avoided 
or prevented if students were better 
informed. 

On Jan. 18 a story appeared on the front 

_ page of the Daily Universe about Kara 
Russell, a UVSC student who was attacked

newspaper but where readers will easily see 
it. 


I propose that the Daily Universe publish a 
bi-weekly column about local crime. 
Captain Michael Harroun of the University 
Police agreed that by instigating a Provo 
police beat in the Daily Universe, we can 
help facilitate the Crime Awareness and 
Security Act of 1990. This act dictates that 
the police and newspapers work together to 
report crimes that occur in the area. 

This does happen, but it is not as effective 
as it could be, Harroun said. By implement- 


_ ing a Provo police beat, this law will more 
_ properly be adhered to and students will be 


more accurately informed. 
The proposed Provo police beat will 


_ include crimes, such as rape, assault and 


major theft. Many people do not think that 
Provo’s problem with these crimes is signif- 
icant, but statistics show the contrary. In an 
article in the Daily Herald on June 20, 1992, _ 
Statistics from the Provo Police Department 
showed that accounts of rape and sexual 
abuse were on the rise. 

In 1991, rape was up 37 percent from 
reports in 1990. Accounts of reported sexual 
abuse were up 30 percent. While 1993 
showed a 26.1 percent decline from the 46 
rapes reported in 1992, 34 rapes im one year © 
is 34 too many. 

Even though the proposal will require 
extra time on the part of the paper and the - 
Provo Police Department, the efforts will 
result in a more informed public and, ideal- 
ly, less crime. . 
Because many criminal acts go unreport- 
ed, students are uniformed creating a false 
sense of security. 

By running the proposed column, we will 
be more informed about trends of where and 
when assaults commonly occur, and be bet- 
ter able to take the necessary precautions.

Cougs can’t handle ~ 
fired-up Fresno State

FRESNO, Calif— The Fresno State 
University fans were on their feet 
before the game even began and the 
Bulldog basketball team responded 
with some late-game heroics to down 
the off-balance BYU Cougars, 68-66 
as Kenneth Roberts’ 12-foot jumper 
at the buzzer was wide. 

“FSU played a great game, but it’s a 
different ballgame when you play 
here. There’s no question that the 
calls went their way, the refs like to 
hear the-crowd-cheer. when-they.snake 
that big call,” said BYU Head Coach 
Roger Reid. 

The Bulldogs opened up a 4-0 lead 
and pushed it to 26-15 on a trey by 
Carl Ray Harris with just over 8 min- 
utes to go in the half. 

Robbie Reid, who started his second 
straight game in place of the injured 
Kurt Christensen, responded with five 
first half points of his own, including 


a three-pointer that kept the Cougars 


within striking distance in the first 
half. But, the Cougars failed to score 
in the final 2:46 of the first half. 

FSU used an outside shooting attack 
to build up their first half lead, as four 
of their starters canned at least one 
three-pointer. In all, FSU hit a half 
dozen three-pointers in the half. 

BYU finally got a lead of 45-44 on 
another Robbie Reid three-pointer. at 
the 14:35 mark of the second half. It 
lasted only seconds as FSU’s Seth 
Marshall answered with his third 
three-pointer of the game to put the 
Bulldogs back in front only seconds 
later. 

The Cougars eventually built a six- 
point lead before the ‘Dogs staged a 
12-1 run that put them up 65-60 with 
just over a minute left. 

A series of free throws in the final 
minute of the game led up to the dra- 
matic last second miss by Roberts. 
Randy Reid’s last free throws with 
5.4 seconds remaining would be the 
Cougar’s final points of the season.

Harris led all scorers with 21 
points. Seth Marshall was 3-3 on his 
three point attempts and finished with 
19 points. Russell Larson and Randy 
Reid each finished with 13 points, 
while Roberts added 12 for the 
Cougars. 

The difference in the game was the 
surprise tactics of the Bulldogs, 
including an added emphasis on 
Kenneth Roberts. 

“We learned respect for Roberts the

ORLANDO, Fla. — The two-point 
conversion became a part of the NFL 
on Tuesday in a move designed to 
liven up a game that last year often 
seemed to be a long-range duel 
between field goal kickers. 

“T really think its time has come,” 
said general manager George Young 
of the New York Giants, co-chairman 
of the competition committee. 

“There was an image out there that 
we weren’t doing enough to score 
touchdowns. Right or wrong, we had 
to do something about it.” 

The two-point conversion will be 
run from the 2-yard-line. It comes 
after a season in which there were 
three field goals kicked for every 
touchdown and field goals accounted 
for 24 percent of the points. 

A decade ago, the ratio was two 
touchdowns to one field goal. 

It was passed along with two other 
rules changes designed to add 
offense, all of which were passed 
without the participation of the 
coaches. 

The others: 

. — Kickoffs will now come from the 
30-yard-line rather than the 35 and 
will be from a 1-inch tee to prevent 
kicks that hang in the air almost as 
long as punts. Kickers now can use 
tees from one to three inches. 

— Failed field goals will now be 
placed at the spot from where the 
kick was attempted rather than at the 
line of scrimmage. That means the 
kicking team will be penalized 
between seven and eight yards for 
missing. 

Coach Dan Reeves of the Giants 
was the angriest, in part because the 
kickoff rule would negate his use of 
two kickers — Brad Daluiso‘is used 
primarily to kick off out of the end

zone. Reeves was also upset because 
the coaches weren’t allowed in the 
debate over the rule change. 

“What was the greatest comeback in 
history? Buffalo over Houston in the 
playoffs two years ago,” Reeves said, 
referring to the Bills’ overtime win 
after trailing 35-3 in the third quarter. 
“They didn’t need a two-point con- 
version to do that.”

pressure they receive because of their 
methodology each year the rankings 
come out. : 

BYU has found itself at the short 
end of that methodology in the past. 

In 1992, for example, BYU was in 
U.S. News’ first quartile of schools 
but outside the top 25, placing them 
somewhere between 26th and 44th. In 
1993, BYU was in the second quartile 
— somewhere between 45th and ~ 
90th. 

Cameron said he visited with U.S. 
News’ Morris about that change. 

“I was told by Robert Morris that in 
actuality, BYU had moved one place 
— from 44th to 45th,” Cameron said. 
“But that one place put us in the sec- 
ond quartile. People were asking me, 
‘What’s gone wrong with BYU’s pro- 
gram?’ Nothing had gone wrong, we 
moved one place.” 

Cameron points to this scenario as 
one of the reasons that rankings are 


. potentially damaging. 


University of Utah law school 
admissions personnel nod their heads 
in agreement with Cameron’s obser- 
vations. This year, the University of 
Utah dropped out of the top fifty law 
schools. . 

Reyes Aguilar says the change is not 
due to any changes in their program 
or facilities, though. He says Morris 
and his personnel lost part of the sur- 
vey information faxed to them. 
Indeed, in the categories of: employed 
after six months of graduation and 
1993 median ‘salary, U.S. News has 
placed asterisks to inform the reader 
that these are estimates in the U of 
U’s case. 

U.S. News routinely gives law 
schools a 50 percent mark when the 
information isn’t provided in a cate- 
gory. 

The U of U’s actual placement rate 
is 87 percent, Aguilar said. 

“This is a mistake they have taken 
full responsibility for, but there’s 
nothing we can do now that it’s in 
print,” Aguilar said. 

With these examples to refer to, 
Cameron says that U.S. News’ survey 
methods have some wrinkles that 
need ironing out — a concern echoed 
by other law school administrators. 

Cameron also asserts’that some of 
the criteria are inaccurately gauged. 
One category of U.S. News rankings, 
average starting salary, does not fac- 
tor in cost-of-living adjustments. 

Law schools like Yale end up hav- 


ing their students work in major met- . 


ropolitan areas, clearly tilting the 
scale in favor of those schools, 
Cameron said. Indeed, not factoring 


cost of -living would explain some of 


the difference between -Yale’s 


$71,450 average yearly salary for 
graduating lawyers, when compared 


to BYU’s $42,386. 


Morris says it would be too difficult 
to track the graduates of law schools 
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to see where they find work and then 
adjust for differing costs of living. 

Because of these quirks in U.S. 
News’ rankings, Cameron says rank- 
ings like The Princeton Review’s, 
which measure the pulse of students’ 
perceptions of law school’s they 
attend, might have an advantage over 
the strict enumeration of the U.S. 
News & World Report system. 

For example, student rankings. place 
prestigious Harvard 140th in the cate- 
gory of quality of life and BYU 8th in 


the category of best teaching facul- 
ties. 

Despite the imperfections of each 
system, one thing is certain: rankings 
are here to stay and students and 
administrators alike will be flipping to 
the pages of U.S. News & World 
Report and The Princeton Review 
each year. 

At that moment, admission person- 
nel will either cringe or breathe a sigh 
of relief over something they have lit- 
tle control over.

Provo City Council is pushing for 
more low-cost married housing in 
Provo by allowing home owners in 
South Provo to sub-rent basement 
apartments’ to families. 

Seven acres of land in south Provo 
were rezoned Tuesday night to let 
homeowners rent out their basements, , 
allowing the owners to depend on rent 
from tenants to help pay their mort- 
gages, said Willis Knapp, a student 
who applied to the city council for the 
rezoning. 

Knapp said he would not be able to 
afford his mortgage without rent from 
tenants. 

When he tried to refinance his 
house, he discovered that his lot was 
improperly zoned for the apartment 


he is renting, he said. 

Many home-owners in Provo 
already rent out their basements, not 
knowing they are violating city zon- 
ing ordinances, said Jane Carlile, 
Provo City Council member. The 
zoning will help keep things under 
city control, she said. 

Approximately 80 percent of the 
residents in Knapp’s neighborhood 
supported the rezoning. The residents 
who did not support a petition circu- 
lated by Knapp said their indecision 
came from concerns about traffic and 
parking problems. 

“Parking is a great threat to the safe- 
ty of the children in the neighbor- 
hood,” wrote Dell and Jo Ann Tyler 
in a letter to the city commissioner. 
“We are having problems with over- 
night on-street parking now. Most dri- 
veways in the area are single wide ...

“The new name and logo focus on the 
abilities we develop within handi- 
capped individuals, rather than the 
disability.” 

The students will receive national 
exposure for their art work as the logo 
is included on mailings and T-shirts 
that are sent nationwide. 

“This was an educational project 
because we each gained experience 
with working for a real client and 
undergoing the process of responding 
to feedback on our: work,” said 
Walker, 24, a senior from American

“The last thing Provo needs is more 
stable neighborhoods consumed by 
housing approved for multiple family 
residences,” said Spencer 
Christensen, resident in the rezoned 
area, in a letter to the city council. 

The zoning has several limitations. 
Only one apartment can exist per 
dwelling. The owners must occupy 
the house. Apartment occupancy is 
limited to two adults, with or without 
children. Houses that rent out the 
basement must retain the appearance 
of a single family dwelling — the 
house can’t have two doors on the 
front or look like a duplex. 

Council members say they will con- 
tinue to evaluate the neighborhood to 
see if the zoning is compatible with 
the neighborhood.
